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PUBLIC  HEALTH  IHSPECTCR’S  REPORT 


Mr. Chairman  & Gentlemen 

Contrary  to  expectation  at  the  timiC  of  v».Titing  the  last  Annual  Report, 
your  Council  has  had  an  extension  of  life  for  a further  twelve  months  and 
will  now  continue  until  31st  March  1966. 

During  my  thirty  years  service  with  the  Council,  1964  will  rank 
with  1CG8  and  1954  as  being  the  most  memorable.  It  was  in  1938  that 
the  first  pair  of  Council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied,  1954 
saw  the  first  water  mains  laid  in  the  district  and  in  1964  the  Council 
took  the  decision  to  provide  the  first  sev;ers  and  sewerage  schemes  in 
the  district.  In  1949  the  Council  first  provided  a service  of  refuse 
collection  in  the  district. 

In  such  a thinly  populated  district  vhere  even  the  fev^  villages 
are  anything  but  compact  thu  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  works  is  a 
most  expensive  item.  Your  two  largest  villages  are  Petherwin  Gate 
and  Box's  Shop,  each  village  has  only  22  houses  but  North  Petherwin 
will  require  2,900  feet  and  Box's  Shop  6,000  feet  of  sewer.

SEV^fERAGE  SCHEMES 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  in  June,  after  studying  a report,  the 
Council  decided  to  appoint  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  schemes  for 
sewers  and  sewerage  works  for  the  follov\/ing  villages 

Broadwoodwidger 
Grinna combe  ivbor 
Box  ’ s Shop. 

Yeolmbridge 
Petherwin  Gate. 

Soon  after  this  came  the  nev/s  that  the  Rural  Council  would  cease  to 
exist  after  f/iarch  31st  1965.  This  resulted  in  delay  until  the  position 
was  further  clarified  and  meetings  had  taken  place  with  Launceston  and 
Holsworthy  Rural  Councils. 

The  Meeting  with  Launceston  Rural  Council  was  most  satisfactory  and 
they  agreed  to  include  the  Yeolmbridge  and  Petherwin  Gate  schemes  in  their 
programme  for  1966/67.  It  was  not  possible  to  make  a similar  arrangement 
with  Holsworthy  Rural  District  Council.

"Ivyhouse  Reservoir  ho.s  supplied  the  area  throughout  the  year 
without  serious  difficulties.  Supply  of  tro-ted  water  has  been 
maintained  from  the  Bo  rds'  main  v/orks  at  ProV'/ley. 

An  agricultural  mains  extension  has  been  completed  from 
Yeolmbridge  to  Grovetown  and  a joint  service  laid  from  Braycott 
to  Billacotto 

The  main  extension  from  Bullapitt  Bridge  to  Hessacott  and 
Tamertovm  has  commenced. 

Samples  have  been  consistently  good."
